BIOGRAPHIES 


HILARY APFELSTADT is Director of 
Choral Activities at the University of 
Toronto, a position she assumed in the 
fall of 2010. She conducts the MacMillan 
Singers, a select mixed ensemble, and 
the Women’s Chamber Choir, as well 
as teaching courses in conducting and 
repertoire. She began her music education 
in Nova Scotia, and moved to Toronto 
where she completed her bachelor’s degree 
in vocal music education at U of T. Her 
graduate degrees are from the University 
of Illinois and the University of Wisconsin- 
Madison. 

From 1993 - 2010, she was Professor 
and Director of Choral Activities at the 
Ohio State University, where she also 
served as Associate Director of the School 
of Music from 2008 - 2010. Choirs 
under her direction have performed at 
conferences of the American Choral 
Directors Association (ACDA), in 
Carnegie Hall, and in Europe. She has 
conducted numerous honour choirs 
throughout the U.S., and has guest 
conducted in Austria, Canada, Cuba, 
England, Italy, and Switzerland. In 2009, 
she conducted the Mormon Tabernacle 
Choir in a live broadcast of Music and the 
Spoken Word. 

She has presented papers and 
conducting master classes in numerous 
professional venues, and serves on 
the editorial boards of three journals, 
including the ACDA Choral Journal. Her 
publications number nearly eighty articles, 
a monograph, and several book chapters. 
She is a past- national President of ACDA 
(2007 - 2009) and currently chairs the 
Past-Presidents’ Council. For several years, 
she sang with the Robert Shaw Festival 
Singers with whom she recorded two 
Grammy Award-winning CDs in France. 


WILLIAM BROWN, celebrating his 
twenty-sixth year in the profession, 
founded the ninety-five voice Lawrence 
Park Collegiate FLOREAT Women’s Choir 
in the fall of 2006 when he arrived at the 
school. Since then he has also gone on 
to create and conduct the AURUM Vocal 
Ensemble, a mixed chamber choir of forty 
voices, the thirty-five voice AZURE Men’s 
Chorus, and LADY NOVA and NOVA 9, a 
women’s and men’s triple trio. In addition 
to his choral responsibilities, William also 
teaches strings and conducts the LPCI 
Orchestra, Senior Strings and Junior 
Strings Orchestra. Under his direction the 
choral and strings program at LPCI has 
continued to grow and develop in musical 
excellence. 

William holds an honours music degree 
from the University of Western Ontario 
where he sang in and was manager of the 
internationally known Faculty of Music 
Singers. For ten years he served as Artistic 
Director of the Woodstock Fanshawe 
Singers. In that time the choir won first 
prize in the CBC Choral Competition 
for Amateur Choirs. For the past fifteen 
seasons (1996-2011) William served as 
Artistic Director and Conductor of the 
ORIANA Women’s Choir. During that 
time period, he led the choir to provincial 
and national awards, the release of five 
compact discs, recognized innovative 
programming, and the commissioning 
of over sixty-five new choral works 
promoting Canadian composers. 

William’s awards include first prize in 
the Leslie Bell Conducting Competition 
and the Barry Gosse Music Award. 
Recently, William was listed in the first 
issue of Who’s Who in Choral Music, the 
international encyclopedia of choral 
conductors, composers, and organizers. 



William has written several well- 
received compositions, including Quant 
j’ai ouy le tabourin , which won “Best 
Performance of a Canadian Work” in the 
2004 CBC National Choral Competition. 
His composition Puisque tout passe 
received its national debut in a live 
performance in CBC National radio. 

Some of William’s works are published 
by Earthsongs Publishing and have been 
performed in Carnegie Hall, NYC. 

William is a Past President of the 
Association of Canadian Choral 
Communities (ACCC) and Choirs 
Ontario. In addition to his teaching duties 
at LPCI, William is active across the 
country as a clinician, adjudicator, and 
composer. 

EUNSEONG CHO began her 
undergraduate studies at Yonsei University 
in Korea, and received her Mus.Bac. 

Perf. and MMus. in Organ Performance 
under the tutelage of John Tuttle at the 
University of Toronto. Over the years, she 
has performed in numerous recitals and 
concerts with professional musicians as 
an organist, pianist and harpsichordist in 
North America and Korea. She has served 
as resident organist at Light Presbyterian 
Church in Toronto since 1995, and is 
currently accompanist for the Toronto 
Korean-Canadian Choir as well as for the 
Womens Chamber Choir at the University 
of Toronto. 

CASSANDRA LUFTSPRING is a 

first- year master’s student in the choral 
conducting program. She received 
her Bachelor of Music degree from 
Queen’s University, studying piano and 
composition. Several Canadian choirs 
have commissioned her work. Cassandra 
has worked as an accompanist, a music 
teacher, and an assistant conductor for 
the Cantabile Choirs of Kingston. She is 
currently the Conductor’s Intern for the 
Toronto Children’s Chorus. 


U OF T WOMEN’S CHAMBER CHOIR 

The University of Toronto Women’s 
Chamber Choir was inaugurated in the 
fall of 2011 in response to the need for a 
highly select ensemble to accommodate 
talented female singers in the choral pro¬ 
gram. Its thirty-three members comprise 
undergraduate and graduate music majors 
in common year, performance, music 
education, and conducting programs, as 
well as several Arts and Science students. 

In order to be selected for this ensemble, 
members must demonstrate excellent 
vocal and musical skills at their audition. 
Our mission is to promote excellence in 
women’s choral repertoire performance 
by example, and to explore the variety of 
music written for, by, and about women. 
This year we have sung music from several 
centuries and cultures, in various languag¬ 
es, and have collaborated with the other 
choral ensembles in a performance of 
Pinkham’s Christmas Cantata with brass. 
Next year, we will collaborate with the U of 
T Men’s Chorus and MacMillan Singers for 
a performance of Beethoven’s Mass in C 
with the UTSO. We are delighted to host 
the Lawrence Park Collegiate Women’s 
Chorus, “Floreat,” in our first year of 
existence, as a symbol of our ongoing 
desire to collaborate with other fine treble 
ensembles. 

MUSIC AT LAWRENCE PARK 
COLLEGIATE INSTITUTE 

For over seventy-five years, Lawrence Park 
Collegiate Institute has been an important 
part of the North Toronto community. 
From the school’s inception, Lawrence 
Park’s teachers, students and parents have 
worked hard together to support academic 
excellence. The school remains committed 
to providing a rich and varied program. 

Lawrence Park offers three streams of 
music: band, strings, and vocal. The music 
program at LPCI consistently receives 
top honours in the Toronto Kiwanis 
Music Festival, and is also decorated with 



provincial and national awards. The music 
department presents two full concerts 
annually, and ensembles perform at school 
and community functions throughout 
the year. Each year junior music students 
attend a Fall Music Camp, and every 
other year the school’s senior ensembles 
participate in a performance tour. This 
year the Senior Concert Band, Senior 
Strings, and Choirs will travel to Chicago, 
IL from April 26 to May 1, 2012. The 
music department is regarded as a model 
of excellence for the Toronto District 
School Board. 

The music department has ten large 
ensembles: Junior Concert Band, Senior 
Concert Band, Junior Stage Band, Senior 
Stage Band, Junior Strings, Senior Strings, 
Orchestra, AZURE Men’s Chorus, 
FLOREAT Women’s Choir, and AURUM 
Vocal Ensemble, a mixed chamber choir. 
The department comprises long time Band

teacher Ken Hazlett, and Choral/Strings 
teacher William Brown. 

The FLOREAT Women’s Choir was 
founded by William Brown in the fall of 
2006. Since its establishment, the choir 
has consistently taken top honours at 
the Toronto Kiwanis Music Festival. In 
the spring of 2009 the choir placed first 
in the Ontario Music Festival Provincial 
Finals Secondary School Choirs division. 
The ensemble then represented Ontario 
in the National Music Festival Finals, 
taking second prize. In the spring of 
2010, the choir was selected to again 
represent Ontario at the Provincial Finals 
where they received second prize in the 
Community Choir Class, Age 25 and 
under. 

The LPCI FLOREAT Women’s Choir 
is excited and thrilled to be performing 
with the University of Toronto Women’s 
Chamber Choir.
